Act, precisely similar pro 
with reference to deliy, alchough sli 
differently tvorded, Thore was’ in all the 
books a regular form of notice of motion 
given for an extension of time to appeal, 
and in nearly sl] the cases he could find on 
the subject that application had been made 
to the Court as subsequent application, 
ind whete the motion for leave of appoal 
had been made. without an oxtension of the 
timo having been first obtained, the notice 
of motion for loave to appeal had: been dis- 
missed although ‘tho Court subsequently 
did extend. the time within which to ap- 
peal. They had misconcsived their. pro- 
cedure, and tho taust apply for and show 
sufficient grounds for the tdulgence which 
they asked the Court to grant them, and 
they must get a definite order from the 
Court for leave to appeal. 

The Chief Justice said when the motion
